Gus Leon saw Thornton hurriedly en- 
ter a rear door at Slrrenberg's saloon a 
few minutes after 
tho shot was fired. 


The prosecution's theory Is that Thorn- 
ton fired the. shot because of a feud ex- 
isting between hirnsolf and Pursell.
